LONDON, Sept. 13.—Apparently, like other attempts thai lave been 
made to overthrow the provisional government in Russia, General Korniloff's 
rebellion against Premier Kerensky and his followers has been que!led. 

Meanwhile troops that answered the call to revolt, issued by Korniioff, 
continue to desert his ranks and return to the government, declaring that 
they were misled by Korniloff's professed aims. 

Kerensky has been confirmed by the cabinet as commander of the 
army and will have with him as chief of his staff, in his prosecution of the 
war against the Teutonic allies, General Alexieff, former commander in 
chief, one of the most brilliant officers in the Russian army. Added strength 
1s expected to be given Kerensky's rule by the appointment of new military 
ofMcials for the district and city of Petrograd.

many disturbing factors. For ex m- 
ple the i917 wheat crop alone will 
resuit in bringing about $700,000,000 
to Western Canadian farmers, 
No doubt there will also be 
a big revenue from the other graias 
even though the yields have been more 
or less disappointing. The oat crop 
will be poor; unfortunately there is 
now no doubt of that, and not more 
than average yields can be expected 
from flax or barley. The root crops 
are reported to be generally good and 
the west eattie situation is on a 
betteg bi than ever. The result is 
that well over a billion dollars will 
find its way into Western Canada as 


a result of this year's agricultural 
activities, 
There are at least two portions of 


the west where the crop will reach 
bhimper proportions—northern Mani- 
toba and southern Alberta. As re- 
gards the latter section a well known 
crop expert after travelling over the 
ground by automobile this week esti- 
mates that the *wheat will go thirty 
bushels to the acre, Indeed this pro- 
| phecy has already been borne out by 
the threshing returns which have been 
received. 

Harvesting is general in Saskatche- 
wan, our best wheat growing province 
It is stated that the wheat on break 
ing and summer fallow is mostly good 
and will give an average crop In 
few districts, however, will the aver- 
age yield run as high as 20 bushels 
to the acre, which must be consid- 
ered as the result of the early drouth 
It may be gratifying to many farm 
ers to know, however, that even with 
the comparatively poor ‘yield the Sas- 
katchewan crop will be larger than 
any crop ever produced in Kansas, 
the best American wheat growing 
| state.

To Become Member of Bar,

“Legal” column the answer to the fol- 
lowing question: What are the steps 
necessary to become a member of the 
bar of Alberta? PAKAN, 

In order to become a member of 
the Bar of Alberta it is necessary to 
be articled as a law student to a prac- 
tising solicitor in the province for a 
term of five years in case of an ordin- 
ary student and for three years when 
the student is a graduate of a recog- 
nized university, During the period 
under article the student has to pase 
three sets of examinations in law, the 
j examinations being set on booke pre- 
sertbed for ty. If the applicant ts 
a graduate lawyer of some other part 
of the world, special arrangements 
may be made and in thie case it will 
be necessary to take the matter up 
with the secretary of the Law Society, 
C.F, Adams, of Messrs, Muir, Jephson 
and Adams, Calgary, Alberta, 
Nationality,

‘dates from the fourth century, when | 


; Emperor Constantine the Great be- 
held a flaming cross beneath the sun, 
bearing the inscription; “In hoc elgne 
| vinces,”’-—"Under this aign thou shat 
conquer.” The emperor, still wavering 
between paganism and Christianity 
became a disciple of the new faith 
jand triumphed over his enemies, after 
which he published the memorable 
edict of toleration in favor of thy 
Chrietians, Since then there haa been 
‘scare a war between Christian na, 
tions without the reported appearance 
|of a@ brilliant cross or a flery eword 
in the heavens, 

The festival of the exaltation of the 
Holy Cross was instituted during Con 
satntine’s reign, to commemorate the 
discovery by his mother, the Empr +s 
Helena, of the cross on which Christ 
Was supposed to have suffered. The 
emperor built a magnificent churen 
|at Jerusalem, where on September 14, 
835, the sacred relic was exalted be 
fore the neople. The festival has been 
celebrated since that time, Over thi 
teen centrules ago, in 614, the croas 
was carried away by tho king of Pe:- 
| but it was replaced by Empe « 
Heraciius, 

According to traditional accounts, 
the Empress Helena, mother of Cay 
stantine, went to Jerusalem and com- 
pelled the Jews to give up what 
crosses they had. The identity of th» 
| true cross was not known to the Jews 
but it wag established by a miracle 
Helena secured the body 
; man, which was placed itn turn on 
jeach of the crosses, and when th» 
| corpse touched the cross on which 
Jesus \was crucified, {i immediately | 
came to Ife. | 

When the news of the discovery of | 
|the cross was spread abroad, thous | 
ands of pious pilgrims flocked @ see! 

it. Small pleces were cut from the} 
cross and given to those who made | 
liberal offerings, but the wood of the 
cross had the marvelous power of) 
reproducing itself, and its substance 
was not diminished, It ts still pre 
served in Jerusalem,

Officials Announced That Army 


) Steers, Choice to Prime, up 60c—| Has Surrendered— 


Refuses General's Offer 


Petrograd, Sept. 18.—M. Bkobeleff, 
minister of labor in the Kerenaky cab 
inet and a member of the council of 
workmen's and soldiers delegates, an- 
nounced through the official Russian 
news agency that Genoral KornMoff'e 
adventure had collapsed and that the 
army at his headquarters had eure :n- 
dered. x 

General Korniloff, former e¢om- 
mander in chief of the Russian armies 
and leader of the rebellion against 
the provisional government, exprsssed 
a willingness to surrender on certain 
terms, The provisional goveram=n’ 
however, demands his unconditional 
surrender. 

In “Penitent” Mood. 

Numerous dologations from Generoi 
Korniloff's army are arriving at the 
staff office of the Petrograd miitary 
district in a penitent mood, tha O- 
ciated Press has been inforined xby 
Premier eronsky'’s secretary. The 
soldiers anid they had been decelvel 
as to the aims of General Korniloft's 
rebellion. 

General Patchinsky, secon’ In com- 
mand to General Savinkoff, command 
er of the Petrograd district, teclores 
the revolt may now be considered to 
be a final and irretrievable failure. 
He says the question of General Kort.- 
floffs surren@er is now a matter of 
secondary importance. 

Premier Kerensky’s appointment as 
commander in chief of the armies has 
deen confirmed officially by the cab- 
inet. General Alexieff has been con- 
firmed aa his chief of staff. Vice-Pre- 
mier Nekrasoff announces that Gen- 
eral Alexieff has sent a telegram to 
General Korntioff demanding his in- 
mediate surrender. 

Korniloffs Men ved. . 

Regarding events previous to the 
collapse of the civil war, General Sa- 
vonkoffe etatement, the first authori- 


tative one on the military situation, 
follows: 
“General Krimoff, commander of 


the Korniloff troops, and his staff, 
is at Luga. No ge ates J has occurred. 
One part of the Korniloff force is 20 
verets (about 14 miles) south of Tsar- 
skoe-Selo, (about 20 miles south of 
Petrograd.) This force includes one 
“Savage” division, and is in touch with 
all our advanced posts. Men of this 
division are mostly Moslem, who went 
to the war sworn to their chiefs to 
¢ ht the Germans and not to inter- 
fere in Ruesia's internal affairs. The 
organizers of the revolt falsely assur- 
ed them they were being sent against 


the Germans and when they discov-| 


ered they were really marching against 
Petrograd, they showed disconte.t. 
They then began fraternizing with our 


men, 
Deserters Are Numerous. 

“The other Kornitloff force is al- 
ready in Galchina, which was order- 
ed evaguated because the town is not 
part of my plan for the defense of 
Petrograd and we had there only one 
regiment of sharpshooters. Men from 
Korniloff's armies are arriving con- 
stantly in Petrograd and we are well 
informed of the movements of the 
enemy. 

“All the armies at the front are 
solid with the government. More re- 
; bel generals have been arrested by 
| thelr men. I have sent an order for 
| the immediate trial of the officers un- 
der arrest by military courts which 
have the power to inflict capital pun- 


ishment.” 
Asked whether any negotiations 
with General sbrniloff were under 


way, Gen. Savonkoff declared emphat- 
ically: ‘“‘No, and none can be. Korni- 
loff is a rebel and a traitor to be 
handled according to the law.” 
Division of Mosicms., 

A division of General Korniloff's 
forces composed of Mosiem troops 
reached Tearskoe-Selo, 15 miles south 
of Petrograd. Kugushoff, a _ loyal 
Mohammedan officer, was sent to 
treat with them and they agreed to 
abandon résistance to the provisional 
government on condition that they be 
sent,\ home to the Caucasus, where 
they must not be empioyed against 
the Turks, their co-religionists. Pre- 
mier Kerensky agreed to the proposal. 

The submission of the “savage” di- 
vision was brought about through the 
devotion of a group of their co-relig- 
ionists to the government. The tribes- 
men dq not speak Russian, suspect and 
dread Christians, and when approach- 
ed by the government's Russian emis- 
saries refused to listen to them and 
threatened them with arrest. 

A mOhammedan Tartar artillery of- 
ficer, General Kugusheff, with other 
Moslem officers who are devoted t 
the government, yesterday went on a 
mission to them and were well re- 
celved, They have returned and are 
now at the Petrograd staff office. 
There the Associated Press interview- 
ed General Kugusheff, a little, swar- 
thy, picturesque Asiatic, whose head 
was bandaged from a wound and who 
wore an ordinary Russian uniform. 
The general said: P 

Afraid of Bolsheviki, 

“The Caucasians declared they ab- 
solutely refused to surrender and 
come to Petrograd, for fear the Bol- 
sheviki would massacre them. But 
they were willing to,abandon resist- 
ance on condition they would be sent 
home to the Caucasus, where, how- 
ever, they must not be employed 
against their co-religionists — the 
Turks. 

“After prolonged n tions we 
agreed to recommend this solution to 
Premier Kerensky and we returned 
to Petrograd. The premier has now
